The son told police that he found 
his father dead in bed bedsi<)p his 
mother who was still alive but who 
died a few hours later#—A revolver 
was clutched in his father’s hand, 
young Chappell said. 
In explaining the case to the cor­ 
oner the son said his mother had been 
in ill health for some months and it 
had preyed on his father’s mind. He 
recalled a recent 
conversation 
in 
which his father told of his .worry 
over his wife’s condition and re­ 
marked: 
“I don’t know how I can 
stand it much longer.” 
This, Mr. Chappell said, was his 
only clue to the motive for his fath­ 
er’s act which he believed was done 
while he was temporarily demented. 
The weapon used was a new one 
of cheap make. 
Mr. Chappell said he had never 
seen It before and did not know his 
father possessed it and police express­ 
ed the view that Chappell purchased 
it for the purpose. 
After an examination, the coroner 
said he would hold an inquest later.
